Group I, claim(s) 14-31, drawn to a Ca sulfate joint compound. 

Group II, claim(s) 32-44, drawn to a method of making a structure using Group I 
Ca sulfate joint compound. 

The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 14 is 
anticipated or obvious over PR 218635 A, EP 496682 A, or Patel (US 5,779,786). 
All of the references teach a calcium sulfate hemihydrate joint composition containing 
the same components in overlapping amounts anticipating applicants' claims. Even if 
not anticipated, overlapping ranges of maounts would have been prima facie obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. The examiner notes these references were from 
applicants' submitted PCT International Search Report and all categorized as Y 
references. Nevertheless, the examiner could have provided other references as well to 
sufficiently teach claim 14 yet these would seem sufficient. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
